You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Warner on Tuesday, the ninth day of March next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects:

11. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000.00 to grade and oil approximately nine-tenths 
of one mile of the North Village road, from the railroad 
crossing near the Ela Bridge, to the town reservoir. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $600.00 toward the purchase of a new 
truck. 


13. To see what action the town will take in regard to 


buying a fire siren, and raise and appropriate money for 
same. 


14. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

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REPORT OF OVERSEER 


In making this report of the past year I am pleased to say 
that there has been a very decided improvement during the 
last six months, but we still have a long way to go. 

February, March, April and May were the worst in our 
history from a relief standpoint, owing to sickness, fires and 
lack of work. 

June saw the turning point and there has been a steady 
improvement each month since. 

We have at the present time (February 1st) on direct re- 
lief 


17 Adults, town cases. 

19 Children, town cases. 

6 Adults, county cases. 

10 Old age assistance cases. 


These people are wholly dependent on us as they are sick, 
old people or children. 

A serious situation? Yes, but 40 per cent better than a 
year ago. 

Our appropriations this year will be reduced 25 per cent, 
even if there is no reimbursement by the state, and we shall 
still see to it that no honest case goes hungry, or cold. 

Under the heading of “Town Poor,” “Soldiers Aid,” and 
“Old Age Assistance,” in the Detailed Statement Account, 
you will find records of what your tax money was used for 
and to whom it was paid. 

If you wish to know for whom it was spent, any taxpayer 
is welcome to come to the Selectmen’s office, at any time and 
look over the records and bills, but we will not allow names 
to be printed of those unfortunate enough to become relief 
cases. 

I make no apology for these I have aided, the amount I 
have aided them or for those I have refused aid. 

It is my job to give reasonable relief to those in need, 
with the idea ever in mind that you taxpayers pay the bill. 

This does not make an overseer votes, but it is fair to 
both sides, and that is my only interest in being an over- 
seer. |

Our year opened shortly after election in March, with the 
flood, causing thousands of dollars of damage to our bridges 
and the total loss of one, also very serious damage to untold 
miles of roads. 

These have now been repaired or rebuilt with the excep- 
tion of the Davisville bridge, work on which we expect will 
be started before long. 

This was accomplished, by your board being able to ob- 
tain Federal and State money of a considerable sum, which 
with money appropriated at Town Meeting enabled us to 
carry on the program of restoration. 

We were able to lower the tax rate without raising valua- 
tions and have kept within the total appropriation by several 
hundred dollars. | 

We believe that with a reasonable amount of requests for 
appropriations during the coming year we can again lower 
the tax rate, but this matter is wholly in your hands, for if 
you vote to raise it, you must expect to pay it. 

Taxes can be lowered, but your board cannot do it with- 
out your help.

The report of the annual health examination and follow- 
“up-work shows that 68 pupils were found with defective 
teeth and 68 had the defects corrected. A dental clinic was 
held in April and another in May. : 

Of the 24 pupils with diseased tonsils, seven received 
treatment and one had defects corrected. Cases of adenoids 
numbering 13 were found and five received treatment. 
Eleven pupils had defective vision and ten had the defects 
corrected. There were 72 who were 10 per cent or more 
underweight. Of these 48 received treatment. 

At Simonds Free High School the equipment for the new 
commercial course has been improved by the purchase of 
new typewriter tables and an adding machine. The old 
mimeograph machine which has been in use for many years 
should be replaced by a new one. 

At the graded school a new furnace was installed during 
the summer. 

During the illness of the Superintendent in May and the 
last two weeks of April, Mr. Amasa Holden of Hillsboro 
acted in his stead, and carried on the work in a very satis- 
factory manner.

Throughout the year all have united in a common effort 
to provide for the educational needs of each pupil.
